At this point in time, it is 
almost absurd to continue ask- 
ing the question: 'What is ob- 
scene?!" Absurd or not, the 
Society was forced to try to 
answer just that question on 
February 18th, The questioner: 
the Customs department of the 
Federal government. 

As we have reported in these 
columins previously, certain Eu- 
ropean magazines are considered 


obscene by Customs under the 
old Comstock law and its a- 
mendments. The frontal nude 


photographs they contain there- 
in are no different from those 
available in the Drum suppli- 
ment or in the many other pub- 
lications freely available in 
many cities and through the 
mail. But since Customs’ defin- 
ition of obscenity has never 
been challenged in the courts, 
they have been free to extend 
their personal morality and 
judgement upon a huge volume of 
photographic and literary mat- 
erial. 

The particular publication 
being proceeded against is Male 
Models #28, though many copies 
of Amigo, Eos, Vennen and Male 
Modela are also being held. It 
is estimated that the quantity 
of material stored pending such 
proceedings must result in 
warehousing charges of close to 
$100,000 a year. 

Independent of the obscenity 
issue altogether, no agency of 
any government should be vested 
with the virtually unchallenged 
authority to decide what is and 
what is not obscene,. seditious, 
offensive, un-American, etc. 
The Post Office has been, right- 
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fully, stripped of this power 
and the Society and the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union hope 
to advance American free speech 
rights to include Customs, also, 

Customs regulations place an 
unreasonable hardship upon the 
potential recipient of all im- 
ported matter that is question- 
ed as to its moral acceptabil- 
ity. Their policy is to force 
anyone who challenges their de- 
termination of obscenity to ap- 
pear in New York City to press 
the case. Few Eastern seaboard 
American citizens, no less res- 
idents of the West Coast areas, 
are ina position to travel to 
NYC just to defend his right to 
receive one foreign periodical. 
In effect, the potential recip- 
ient almost invariably must ac- 
ceed to the Custons' verdict. 

Drum readers who have had 
mail intercepted by Customs on 
the grounds that it is obscene 
are invited to contact the Soc- 
iety's office. Tentative plans 
have been approved for an at- 
tempt to have all such material 
released simultaneously in the 
near future.

Should I tell the draft board

The answer to your question 
involves two separate and c- 
qually important considerations. 

1) Is your chosen field of 
employment one that will almost 
inevitably bring you to the 


Federal government for a job? 
If so, you must renember that 
the Federal government's posi- 


tion is one of absolute exclu- 
sion of all homosexuals from 
Federal service, regardless of 


the nature of the job or the 
quality of the applicant. Un- 
der these conditions, you have 
little choice but to conceal 
your homosexual disposition and 
risk discovery in the service. 

The risk of discovery is, at 
worst, a minimal danger, <Al- 
though approximately 97% of all 
homosexuals enter the armed 
forces, only a few are ever un- 
fortunate enough to get caught. 
The combination of an average 
amount of discretion on the ho- 
mosexuals' part and above aver- 
age difficulty in spotting most 
homosexuals makes the armed 
forces! policy virtually unen- 
forceable. 

Discovery, however, can lead 
to a wide variety of unfortun- 
ate employment difficulties in 


future years if, as noted a 
bove, you expect to join the 
Federal service. 

If you check the box, this 


record is available only to the 
agencies of the Federal govern 
ment and not to private employ 


ers. It should be renembered 
here, however, that the trend 
is toward increased Federal en- 
ployment and it can reasonably 
be expected that the government 
will be in many more areas cf 
employnent than it is now. 

2) Do you feel that the close 
proximity of a large number of 
young, Virile and, sometimes, 
somewhat attractive and seduc- 
tive men would place you under 
heavy psychological pressure? 


Each person has a different 
sexual interest and capacity 
and responds (or fails to re- 


spond) to a wide 
sexual stimuli, It is easy to 
imagine the barracks life of 
basic training as virtually un- 
bearable to one type of person 
and thoroughly without effect 
on another type. In the former 
case, of course, it would be 
advisable to check the box. 

ALL things being equal, it is 
better in this situation as in 
all of life to conform to the 
standards of society and serve 
your allotted time, We must 
caution you, however, that it 
is much preferable to check and 
disqualify yourself in the very 
beginning than to commit an in- 
descretion and receive a less- 
than-honorable discharge. Fur- 
ther, here as elsewhere, wheth- 
er or not you are discovered is 
largely a matter of chance and, 
for reasonably discreet indi- 
viduals, the averages are most- 
ly on your side.

Whatever else might be said 
about City of Night, it is not 
an accurate view of a substan- 
tial number of hustlers.

This is not to say it is a bet- 
ter book - for it is not - just 
closer to reality. 

The plot is quite simple: Joe 
Buck, donning a new pair of 
boots, leaves a Houston beanery 
where he has been slinging hash 
and takes off for the big city 
(New York, of course) convinced 
he will find fame and fortune 
as a stud to frustrated women. 
He quickly learns that business 
isn't all it was cracked up to 
be and the little pay-as-you-go 
sex that is around comes from 
what 's-a-nice- boy-like-you-do- 
ing-in-a- place-like-this guys. 

As with most hustlers, Joe 
does not sacrifice his hetero- 
sexual identity’ as he slips 
further and further away from 
his image of himself es the all 


conquering lover, - he just 
loses his financial and eo- 
tional grubstakes. lle forms a 
liason, in the middle of the 


book, with a crafty, underworld 
cripple who, at the end of the 
book, dies of  comsumption, 
pneumonia or some such, Inter- 
spersed throughout the story 
is a wide variety of sexual 
experiences without much di 


criptive detail and a great 
deal of the lonliness, futility 
and absence of a positive sense 
of personal identification with 
much descriptive detail. 

MC deglamorizes the hustler's 
life and shows it for the win- 


seldom, lose-often existence 
it is. Joe Buck is not suc- 
cessful in selling off his 


wares, which are formidable, or 
in satiating his longing. He 
remains Joe Buck,lonely, naive, 
scared and powerless to capi- 


talize on his physical attri- 
butes. 

On the last few pages, Joc 
finds Love and Compassion, but 
don't let that worry you. MC 
is well worth the Yeading in 


spite of the author's message.

Apparently with the view that 
if one psychiatrist is good, 
185 must be better, the Group 
for the Advancement of Psychi- 
atry (GAP) was formed sone 20 
years ago, Good, better or 
worse, GAP is a misnomer - it 
should be called the Group for 
Advancenent of Freudian Psychi- 
atry and Freudian psychiatry 
can more readily use a decent 
burial than "advancenent ." 

Still bound up in the shop- 
worn concepts of "infantile," 
"latency" and "Oedipal" periods, 
GAP enters where wise men fear 
to tread. Their latest effort, 

ind The College Student, is 


no better nor worse than their 
preceding statements but the 
college student is saved from 
its potential harm simply be- 
cause very few persons will 
read the complete 123 pages. 
SATCS's conclusions ‘that "the

velopment and that "many illeg- 
itimate pregnancies are sympto- 
matic of emotional difficulties’ 
and other heavy-handed conform- 
ist theories, 

While it is difficult to a- 
gree with one GAP contributor 
who termed the report as "psy- 
chiatrists shooting off at the 
mouth," it is reasonable to ap- 
plaud the GAP conclusions and 
be simultaneously concerned 
with their Victorian means, The 
total effect of the report will 
probably be in the direction of 
increased humanity towards stu- 
dent's sexuality in spite of 
GAP's inherent conservatism. 


College administrators have 
had a field day publicly deba 
ting the proposals. The pres 
dent of the Univ. of South Car- 
olina called them "far-fetched" 
while an MIT official termed 
them "good, sensible, and down- 
to-earth." 

“The University of Michigan 
at this time is not prepared to 
follow the advice," read an- 
other statement, while the Univ. 
of Calif. student health ser~ 
vice head was quoted: "Sexual 
growth and behavior of young a- 
dults is very often distorted 
and disturbed by overly strict~ 
ly restrictive college rules 
and practices." He felt the 
report was “excellent.” 

Dr. Fred Turner, dean of stu- 
dents at the Univ. of Illinois 
said; "Illicit conduct is il 
licit conduct and is not con- 
doned."" And, of course, a Ro- 
man Catholic college adminis- 
trator, chortled at SATCS'e 
"blind oversimplification 

The press was most impressive 
anong those who commented on 
the report apparently without 
having read it. It seems that 
most commentators were content 
to discuss either the few pa- 
ges of "Guideline" conclusions 
and the press release accompan- 
ing. "Ignore Private Sex," 
"Ask Birth Control Aid," and 
"Subversion of Moral Standards" 


were some of the headline ver- 
sions of the report, but it 
took the Brooklyn Tablet to 
analyze: "Study, and Go To 
Hell."

According to the Assistant 
District Attorney, half of the 
members posed as police offi- 
cers and extorted money fron 
the victims with the threat of 
exposing indecent or illegal 
acts. The rest of the gang ac- 


ted as decoys or "chickens" and 
lured the Victims into compro- 
mising positions and then rob- 
bed them. 

The prosecutor gave the fol- 
lowing description of the pat- 
tern of the operation: 

A decoy would meet a 
midtown bar and, after striking 
up a conversation, lure him to 
a hotel room, There the decoy 
would rob and assault the vic- 
tim and steal his credentials. 

Sometimes almost immediately 
and sometimes at a later uate 
the victim would suddenly find 
himself confronted by two other 
menbers of the ring who showed 
authentic looking police badges 
from New York or other cities 
and impressive documents that 
passed for arrest warrants, 

After threatening to arrest 
the victim and expose him, the 
bogus police would agree to ac- 
cept money from the victim to 
forget the whole thing. 

The cxtorted amounts ranged 
from a few hundred dollars to, 
in one case, $2,000.

Some 40 leaders of 14 homo- 
phile organizations (every ma- 
jor group in the country was 
represented) met in Kansas City, 
Mo. on Feb. 19th and 20th to 
discuss and attempt to come to 
aconcensus on the direction 
and philosophy of the movement, 
They were partially successful. 

For the first time, the move- 
ment has a statement of 
purposes (see below) which can 
help to clarify the issues and 
aid new organizations by provi- 


y efforts. 

The statement was based upon 
Janus Society of America propo- 
sals drafted by the Society and 
Franklin Kameny and, on the one 
hand, represents a major ad- 
vance toward movement unity, 
but, on the other hand, was 
somewhat disappointing to the 
more liberal elements of the 
movement leadership. For one

quiet conjecture on the exact 


nature of the problems facing 
homosexuals and practical meth- 
ods for alleviating them. 

Often the conference was not 
faced with a clear-cut differ- 
ence of philosophical base,but 
floundered on indecision and 
confusion. 

Since the conference itself 
was an unprecidented venture, 
the need for training within 
the leadership of the movement 
was made clear in an unpreci- 
dented manner, There is no 
reason to assume that the lead- 
dership of the homophile move 
ment should "naturally" have a 
technical understanding of ho- 
mosexuality anymore than there 
is any Teason to assume that 
the leadership of the Negro ci- 
vil rights movement should "na- 
turally" be experts in race re- 
lations 

A second leadership confer- 
ence is scheduled for late Au- 
gust in San Francisco. It is 
hoped that that conference can 
lay the foundation for a na- 
tional homophile organization 
training seminar.
